MANILA — The Manila 
Community Services Dis- 
trict is asking a bank that 
is foreclosing on an illegal 
RV park in town to give 
its residents until Jan. 1, 
2023 to find another place 
the live. 

The Manila CSD Board 
of Directors vote 3-1, with 
board chair Meghan Ryan 
dissenting, to ask the bank 
to delay evicting tenants 
at 150 Stamps Lane until 
the new year. Linda Potts 
owned a home on the 
property, which includes 
about 30 tenants living in 
RVs scattered about the 
property. 

According to an article 
on the news website Red- 
headed Blackbelt, Potts 
failed to pay her mortgage, 


so an undisclosed bank is 
foreclosing on the property. 

The issue was brought to 
the Manila board by Direc- 
tor Sequoyah Faulk-Kel- 
logg, who said that some of 
the people in the RV park 
have lived there for five 
years, some for 10 years. 

“People deserve 60 days 
notice to find a place,” 
Faulk-Kellogg said. 

“I'm certainly sympa- 
thetic to both sides of the 
coin here,” said board 
chair Ryan. “But what I 
struggle with is that it’s a 
private property matter.” 

Ryan said there is also a 
lack of information about 
the park and the evictions. 
She suggested having staff 
gather more information 
and return to the board at 
a later date.

Whales, meat ratio delay Dungeness crab season

HUMBOLDT — Dungeness crabs 
haven’t filled out their shells enough 
so the commercial season in California 
and the rest of the West Coast will be 
delayed until at least mid-December. 

As of mid-November, only Ore- 
gon’s Newport and Coos Bay had crab 
samples testing above a threshold 23 
percent meat-to-shell ratio, with most 
of the rest of the coast in the 19 to 20 
percent range. 

In Humboldt County, the Eureka 
and Trinidad crab samples averaged 


20.9 and 20.4 percent meat-to-shell 
ratios respectively. 

Meat quality isn’t the only factor 
affecting California season delay. 
South of Mendocino County, “high 
numbers” of humpback whales led 
the California Department of Fish 
and Wildlife to call for a delay due 
to potential for entanglement in crab 
pot lines. 

And the Oregon Department of Fish 
and Wildlife has reported that in ad- 
dition to not meeting the meat quality 
threshold, the viscera of crab samples 
in some areas of the state’s coast had 


unsafe levels of domoic acid. 

Another round of sampling will be 
done in early December. If meat qual- 
ity improves enough and whale pres- 
ence or domoic acid isn’t an issue, the 
season will open on Dec. 16. 

The West Coast Dungeness crab 
season opening is coordinated under 
what’s known as the Tri-State Dunge- 
ness Crab Process, which aims for uni- 
form coastwide opening of the fishery. 

Last year’s season opened on Dec. 
1, a surprising turn from previous 
years which saw delays due to meat 
quality and domoic acid.

dog treats this week 
for the pups’ stocking 
stuffers. 

The Humboldt 
County Animal Shel- 
ter’s Holiday Fund- 
raiser will be held 
the next Saturday, 
Dec. 10 at the shel- 
ter. There is a huge 
Dutch Auction of fun raffle items laid out 
in the shelter lobby and an auction of art, 
jewelry, gift certificates and more online 
now at flar.betterworld.org/auctions/ 
holiday-fundraiser-2022. All proceeds 
benefit the Emergency Medical Fund. 
Visitors to the shelter can purchase raffle 
tickets starting next Monday if they’d pre- 
fer to skip the in-person event. 

I mention fostering here a lot. It does 
help us to open up a kennel or place a dog 
in a safe place but even more than that, it 
gives us valuable information about how a 
dog does in a home environment, informa- 
tion we can’t get from observing a dog in a 
kennel. This makes such a difference when 
potential adopters are considering dogs. 
German Shepherd girl Wednesday was ad- 
opted after her stay with one of our fabulous 
volunteers! These two dogs featured today 
have both had recent home visits that have 
provided us with so much information. 

Jackson has been at the shelter for a 
while. He caught the attention of one of our 
volunteers who is primarily a cat helper,

but spends some time each visit in the dog 
kennels where we practice “quiet kennel,” 
a calming technique. Jackson was always 
so calm and polite when he took his treats 
that she asked if he could come home for 
the weekend. She and her husband took 
Jackson for two nights and were not disap- 
pointed! They gave Jackson an A+ report 
card for his visit. Apparently he is what we 
sometimes think of as a “no assembly re- 
quired” kind of dog. Their report: 

We took Jackson home for the weekend 
and found him to be a lovely companion 
who is very easy to live with. He is very 
calm and gentle and eager to please. He 
never barked during the time he was with 
us, and when other dogs in our neigh- 
borhood barked, he would listen without 
responding. Jackson is completely house- 
trained, and does not exhibit inappro- 
priate indoor behaviors such as chewing 
or scratching household objects. He was 
very quick to learn the rules of our home. 
For example, we invited him onto our 
couch (with a sheet on it) but told him 
“No” when he tried to get into our bed. 
He learned that distinction immediately, 
and it seemed like he had been with us for 
more than a day. At dinnertime he 
came close to see if he would 
be getting any, and when he ¥ 
was told “No, down” and ,_. ‘ 
we pointed to the floor, he 
immediately lay down and 
did not beg. Some household 
will be thrilled to have Jackson 
live with them. 

Jackson is about 7 years old, 
neutered, microchipped, vacci- 
nated and weighs in at about 75 
pounds. He is waiting for you at 
the shelter!

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Bentley (aka Baxter) spent about six 
weeks in a foster home as he went through 
his heartworm treatment. Bentley is known 
among the volunteers as a particularly hap- 
py dog. You can always tell it’s him from a 
distance because you can see his happy tail 
wagging! His foster reported: “Cheerful 
Bentley is an active and affectionate com- 
panion that likes to cuddle on the couch 
and bed, if allowed. He is well behaved in 
the car and enjoys going on outings, espe- 
cially to the beach and dog park. He can be 
trusted to be left alone at home and in your 
car. He enjoys playing tug and fetch and 
likes being around other dogs, individual- 
ly or in big groups He doesn’t dig in the 
yard and you can pick up his food bowl in 
the middle of feeding without him being 
over protective. He is still learning his 
obedience commands.” 

Bentley is about one year old. He 
is neutered, microchipped, vaccinated 

and weighs in at about 45 pounds. Still 
a youngster, Bentley hasn’t achieved 
the mellowness of a Jackson yet, but 

his zest for life will make him a 
great companion also!

Cutten-area dogs showing signs of poisoning 


Humpopt County SHERIFF’S OFFICE 

CUTTEN -The Humboldt 
County Sheriffs Office has 
been alerted to the suspicious 
deaths of multiple dogs in the 
Cutten area. 

Over the last week, approxi- 
mately five dogs in the area of 
Excelsior Road have died after 
reportedly exhibiting symp- 
toms associated with poisoning. 

Preliminary investigation 
indicates the dogs may have 
consumed an unknown green 
substance found on sidewalks 
of the neighborhood. 

Residents in the area are 
encouraged to inspect their 
yards and sidewalks for any 
unknown materials, and mon- 
itor pets closely while out on 
walks in the area. 

The symptoms of poison- 
ing vary depending on the 
substance and quantity your 


dog has breathed in or eaten. 
There is no single sign that you 
can use to diagnose the situa- 
tion. 

However, there are some 
common symptoms to watch 
out for such as gastrointesti- 
nal or neurological issues. The 
following may be signs of dog 
poisoning: 

¢ Diarrhea or blood in the 
stool (either bright red blood 
or dark black tarry stools) 

¢ Vomiting or loss of appe- 
tite. 

¢ Seizures or tremors. 

¢ Behavioral changes (leth- 
argy or unsteady when stand- 
ing or walking; hyperactivity) 

¢ Bruising or bleeding (best 
found in areas of little or no 
hair, such as the gums, inside 
the ear flaps, and inside the 
groins; nose bleeds or bloody 
urine) 


¢ Finding of unusual ma- 
terial in a dog’s stool, such as 
peculiar green or corn-like 
substances which might be ro- 
denticide ingestion. 

If your dog is exhibiting 
the above symptoms or you’ve 
found your dog interacting 
with something dangerous, 
take immediate action. The 
faster you respond, the better 
the outlook for your dog. Here 
are the steps you should take: 

¢ Stay calm and remove 
your dog away from the poten- 
tially poisonous substance. 

¢ Take note of the situation 
and your dog’s symptoms. 

¢ Contact your veterinari- 
an. Always have their number 
programmed into your phone. 
If it’s after hours, contact the 
nearest emergency clinic or a 
pet poison hotline. Ask if you 
should come in immediately or 


induce vomiting at home. 

¢ If possible, safely collect 
any of the remaining poten- 
tial poison or the packaging. If 
your dog has vomited, collect a 
sample. This will help the vet 
diagnose and treat your pet. 

¢ Follow your veterinarian’s 
directions completely. If they 
advise you to come in, go in as 
soon as possible.

According to a project summary, Phase 1 involve the 
construction of a 3-megawatt alternating current (MWac), 
photovoltaic (PV) solar energy facility with associated in- 
verters, fencing, and access road. The equipment pad would 
measure about 50 by 100 feet. Phase 1 would also include a 
1.25-MW battery energy storage system. The project foot- 
print would be about 12 acres. 

Phase 2 would see construction of an additional 4-MWac 
PV solar energy facility immediately north of the Phase I site 
with an additional 3.75-MW battery energy storage system. 
The project footprint for Phase 2 would be about 18 acres. 

The project is located directly northwest of the intersec- 
tion of Foster Avenue and Janes Road, on property owned 
by Lane DeVries of Sun Valley Floral Farm. Under CEQA, 
an Initial Study (IS) and Mitigated Negative Declaration 
(MND) is being prepared for the project. 

During the meeting, project proponents said it meets 
several of Humboldt’s energy goals, including helping to 
achieve net-zero greenhouse gas emissions by 2030, cre- 
ation of decentralized and “dispatchable” (able to adjust 
power output supplied to the electrical grid on demand) and 
as a buffer during Public Safety Power Shutoffs. 

Construction is expected to take four months for each 
phase, which will be spaced two years apart. Up to 50 work- 
ers will work on the project during construction, with up to 
50 truck trips to the site daily. 

Various measures are planned to reduce environmental 
impact, including minimal ground disturbance with no use 
of concrete for the PV panels, limited use of water, imple- 
mentation of a Pollinator Habitat Program (with beehives) 
and creation of a decommissioning plan following the proj- 
ect’s estimated 35-year lifespan. 

The panels themselves are made of purified crystalline sil- 
icon and are free of toxic chemicals. The panels will rotate to 
follow the sun for maximum exposure and power generation.

Arcata renews MOU with CUNA for Valley West work

ARCATA — At its Oct. 24 
meeting, the City Council re- 
newed for one year the city’s 
Memorandum of Under- 
standing between Playhouse 
Arts and the City of Arcata 
for Comunidad Unida del 
Norte de Arcata (CUNA) for 
community engagement in 
Valley West. 

First implemented in De- 
cember 2021 as an alliance for 
uniting and improving Arcata’s 


northernmost neighborhoods, 
the partnership “has met the 
goals of the MOU and has fos- 
tered greater momentum for 
community connectivity and 
projects in Valley West,” ac- 
cording to a staff report. 

Successes have included 
community gatherings, col- 
laborations with area busi- 
nesses, meetings, cleanups, 
participatory budgeting and 
future planning.

Kimberley White, who serves 
as a co-director for CUNA in 
Valley West along with Eibar 
Romero and Laura Munoz, 
said she will recuse herself as 
necessary when related busi- 
ness is before the council.

In return, CUNA 
will provide one full-time 
equivalent employee dedicat- 
ed to Valley West duties.

holiday surge, the Postal Service is ex- 
panding Sunday deliveries in high pack- 
age volume locations. Mail carriers will 
also deliver Priority Mail Express packag- 
es on Christmas Day for an additional fee 
in select locations. 

There are temporary price increas- 
es in place through 12:01 a.m. Central, 
Jan 22, 2023. The increase affects both 
retail and business customers for some 
of our more popular shipping products, 
including military shipping. Interna- 
tional products are unaffected. 

These temporary rates help keep the 
Postal Service competitive and are sim- 
ilar to adjustments in past years to help 
cover extra handling costs to ensure a 
successful peak season.

Busiest week 

The busiest time of the season for the 
Postal Service begins two weeks before 
Christmas. It’s expected that customer 
traffic at all Post Office locations will 
steadily increase beginning the week of 
Dec. 5. The week of Dec. 12 is anticipat- 
ed to be the busiest mailing, shipping 
and delivery week of the season. 

Holiday how-tos 

The Postal Service offers shipping 
tips in 10 video “how to” guides. Each 
video is less than three minutes long 
and shows how to properly address and 
ship packages, how to pack a box so 
items arrive safely, and more. 

For safety reasons, effective June 
6, packages containing hazardous ma- 
terials — in particular, lithium-ion bat- 


teries — must now be mailed by sur- 
face transportation using Parcel Select 
Ground or USPS Retail Ground, Parcel 
Return Service or Ground Return Ser- 
vice. The Postal Service issued the new 
requirements for shipping used elec- 
tronics and other hazardous materials 
because items of this nature can cause 
fires and other dangers to mailers, air 
carriers, aircraft passengers and others. 

Customers can find detailed infor- 
mation on common hazardous, restrict- 
ed and perishable materials in the Post- 
al Service’s Publication 52, Hazardous, 
Restricted, and Perishable Mail. 

Mail and packages weighing more 
than 10 ounces and/or more than a half- 
inch thick cannot be dropped into a col- 
lection box or left for a carrier to pick 
up if you’re using stamps for postage. 
Instead, take them to a retail associate 
at any of our Post Office locations or use 
one of our self-service kiosks to weigh 
your packages and print shipping labels. 

Additional news and information — 
including all shipping deadlines — can 
be found on the Postal Service’s Holi- 
day Newsroom webpage.

The bird lady recommends special treats for backyard visitors 


ed the two most popular seeds 

and a few others liked by spe- 
cific bird species. 

It doesn’t take long and we be- 
gin to see the birds in our yards as 
“OUR” birds. Just like our house- 
hold pets, we want to give them 
the best. And some of us go “off 
the deep end.” You may brag to 
the neighbors, “Well, I already 
have three seed feeders and 4 for 
the hummers but I couldn’t resist 
the fat tube feeder that’s about 3 
feet long, has 10 seed ports and 
holds 5 pounds of seed. I am em- 
barrassed to say, it was $100.” 
(This is real... the specs may not 
be exact... but, yes, there is such 
a thing and I sold a few from my 
retail store in Old Town.) 

So, I will tell you here how to 
spoil these little dinosaurs. 

An easy step from a seed and 
nectar feeder is suet. Suet is pure 
protein and is high in fat content. 
Birds eat suet in winter when in- 
sects are not plentiful and they 
need fat to stay warm. 

In reality, “suet” is beef fat. 
Some people made it themselves 
by melting the fat, called render- 
ing. I have never done it but have 


I: a previous column I suggest- 


been told it is very stinky and 
messy. However, there are com- 
mercial varieties. They come in 
squares (four or five inches) and 
can be placed in a basket 
made with plastic coat- 
ed 1-inch mesh wire. 

The top is hinged so, 
when empty, the plas- 
tic tray can be replaced 
with another cake. You 
will find a big variety 
including peanuts, seed 
and fruit. Remember, 
not all birds eat seeds. 
Not all seeds are desir- 
able. 

There is an alterna- 
tive. I found, years ago, 
a recipe called “Bird Gorp.” It is 
three to four parts corn meal, one 
part each of flour, peanut butter 
and lard. When mixed together it 
is the consistency of “Play Dough 
@” 

Here is my secret to ease the 
process. Mixing, especially by 
hand, is difficult. I have an electric 
mixer with a bread hook. So easy! 
Plus, it has a very long shelf life if 
refrigerated. I make a huge batch 
(filling the large mixer bowl). 
Birds love it! 


I bought a basket with some 
plain suet cakes. Once emptied, I 
recycled the plastic tray, pressing 
in the gorp. I reuse it many times. 
I just wash and refill it. 

I mainly want to at- 
tract kinglets and war- 
blers. Starlings eat it too. 
Ah, what the heck, they 
are birds, too! 

If you enjoy chicka- 
dees and nuthatches, an 
upside down suet feeder 
can be used. The roof is 
usually wood and the 
wire is under the roof 
where clinging birds can 
access the suet from un- 
derneath. 

Let’s talk about other special- 
ties. No longer locally but I am 
sure these can be found on-line 
are fruit feeders, nectar feeders for 
orioles, jelly feeders (grape, yum!), 
suet logs where you can smoosh in 
gorp or peanut butter. There are 
peanut feeders and feeders for 
mealworms (also called bluebird 
feeders). For lack of space, I will 
again direct you to the comput- 
er about raising mealworms. Or, 
of course, you can buy them. My 
guess is at a fishing shop. 


Some specialty feeders are 
available to restrict squirrels or 
larger birds. Check out caged 
feeders. Often you can just buy 
the cage to add to an existing 
feeder (if you purchase both from 
the same company). As previous- 
ly mentioned, buy supplies from a 
BIRD feeder manufacturing com- 
pany. The good major companies 
are Droll Yankees, Aspects, and 
Duncraft. Since retiring, more 
good products may be available to 
which I am unaware. 

Other things you can do to 
spoil your birds is grow all plants 
organically. I created a certi- 
fied NWF “Backyard Habitat” by 
growing berry and nectar rich 
plants and some to encourage 
bees and butterflies. I planted 
LOTS of native plants. They grow 
vigorously without much work. A 
year ago a birdhouse for chicka- 
dees attracted bumblebees. I got 
no chickadees but I got a bunch of 
natural pollinators. My yard was 
thriving and happy. 

Add water, not just a shallow 
bird bath but a small home-made 
pond! Molded liners are available 
yet mine was molded by hand 
with cement. I included a water- 


fall (with a pump on a timer) and 
installed a mister that constantly 
dripped into the pond. Moving wa- 
ter is a great attractor to wildlife. 

And, yes, expect wildlife. See- 
ing mama raccoon and her babies 
was a thrill. But so was the great 
egret and kingfisher coming in to 
check it out. After 25 years, my 
pond got a small leak. I felt it best 
to dismantle and replace it with a 
bubbling fountain chosen for its 
“bird friendliness.” 

The last crazy thing I did was 
instruct the guy checking out my 
dead tree to leave 20 feet of dying 
trunk in the ground and remove 
the rest. It is still not the insect at- 
tractor I had hoped for, but I can 
wait. 

I have logged 100 birds seen 
from my yard (yes, I counted 
the cackling eagle flying directly 
over my yard!). Luckily, I had a 
visit from a very rare bird, bring- 
ing birders to my yard to catch 
a glimpse. The 100th bird was a 
wild turkey seen about two years 
ago. I could hardly believe it my- 
self since I live in the middle of 
Eureka. 

Call me crazy, but, I am proud 
to be the “Bird Lady.”

Holiday Open House at Bayside Temperance Hall 


BaysIpE CORNERS 

BAYSIDE -— The initial site improvement plan for the 
Bayside Temperance Hall designed by landscape architect 
Jessica Hall, will be on display to view at a Holiday Open 
House, Saturday, Dec. 10 from noon to 4 p.m. The public 
is invited and ideas and community input are encouraged. 

To clear up confusion, the locally-owned Bayside 
Temperance Hall (1928 Old Arcata Rd.) and the Bayside 
Grange Community Hall (2297 Jacoby Creek Rd.) are two 
separate buildings, owned by two different organizations. 

Before the first white settlers arrived in Jacoby Creek 
Valley in the 1850s, the Wiyot people lived here in villag- 
es, and the present main roads were their trails. In 1881, 
the International Good Templars acquired a small parcel 
in the center of Bayside (corner of Old Arcata and Jacoby 
Creek Roads) and completed construction of the settlers’ 
first social venue, the Bayside Temperance Hall in 1882 — 
130 years ago! 

Starting in the late 1800s, the Temperance Movement 
grew steadily in the U.S. and Humboldt County. Bayside 
was a typical settlement during the Wild West years, with 
settlers working in the Jacoby Creek quarry and in log- 
ging, agriculture and fishing. 

Many more men than women lived here, working in 
large crews. They frequented pubs and saloons but could 
find few places to socialize without alcohol. Unhealthy 
and bad-tasting drinking water also led many to drink 
alcohol. Temperance groups constructed public drinking 
fountains, social halls, and even hospitals throughout the 
United States. 

The Bayside Temperance Hall has a rich history of 
serving the community as a social hub and wellspring for 
positive developments. The Bayside Presbyterian Church 
congregation met here in its early years until William Car-

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son’s lumber company donated lumber and supplies to 
build their beautiful church (2023 Old Arcata Rd.). 

Before the striking, historic Jacoby Creek School — now 
StreamGuys’ location — was built in 1903 (2212 Jacoby 
Creek Road), the Temperance Hall was used for student 
performances and school activities. 

Chartered in 1932, the Bayside Grange met at the Tem- 
perance Hall until its members raised the funds necessary 
to build the large kitchen and huge dance hall in 1940-42. 
In the 1930s to ’40sS wing Era, swing-style big bands were 
the rage, and the Temperance Hall was not large enough 
to accommodate all the dancers. 

On weekends, Humboldt’s grange buildings and oth- 
er large halls built by fraternal organizations filled with 
dancers from all over the County. The Bayside Orchestra, 
which regularly performed, had enthusiastic fans. The ad- 
vent of local movie theatres, television, large venues built 
by local governments, and no longer offering insurance 
caused a steady decline in Grange membership. 

Today, many of the most loyal and active grange mem- 
bers have died. The ongoing maintenance, repair, clean- 
ing and business of renting their large halls has been more 
work and responsibility than volunteers can handle. 

Meanwhile, for 25 years, the Temperance Hall next 
door to the Bayside Grange Hall has primarily been used 
by Mistwood Center for Education. Bayside Corners, Inc., 
the local, nonprofit owner of the property, in cooperation 
with Mistwood, is dedicated to improvements that will 
make the Temperance Hall a more useful venue for com- 
munity groups. 

The Temperance Hall is available for use most eve- 
nings, weekends, and summer months. To learn more and 
to join this effort, email baysidecorners@gmail.com.
